who seeks to, secure delegates to a state 
convention from the big county of Cdok. 
In Chicago there is a sharp line of divls> 
ion between the'Lorlmer and anti>L.orimer 
politicians. This is so clear and so well 
that when a candidate^ for office comes out 
the flrst question to be settled is whether 
Liorimer is for or against him. 


PROBABILITY NOT FOR DENBEN. 
In the case of Mr. Deneen there are 
those who contend that eventually Mr 
Lorimer will be found supporting hlm{ 
but those who adhere to this opinion are 
comparativelsr few and apparently they 
are In posesslon of no facts upon which 
to base suph a view, except the rather far­ 
fetched assumption that the Deneen booh 
will rapidly grow to such proportions ss 
to indicate probable success, and that 
Lorimer's liking for winners will lead him 
to give Mr. Deneen his active .support. 
So mlsterious njre the ways of €ook coun- 
ty politics that country politicians are sel­ 
dom surprised at any turn events may 
take there; but few men in the «tate will 
be found having any knowledge of the rs^ 
latlons of liorlmer with the men who are 
backing Deneen at present will expect 
any sort of an alliance betwen them. It 
is true that some years ago LOrlmer aná 
Deneen worked in the same harness, po' 
litically, Cloaking, but that day has gone 
by and in i^ e n t years the state's àttòr 
ney and the ‘‘boss’* have been strangers. 


It sems to be clearly settled that the na* 
ture of Deneen's candidacy and the well 
known factional affiliations of men who 
thus far have come to his supi>ort will 
make the friendship of Lorimer who|{^ 
impossible; but on the other hand the hos> 
tillty to Ijorimer.^n the part of the Deneen 
boomers is so open and pronounced that 
the congressman, apart from any„ other 
consideration, might be expected to bring 
out an opposition candidate for the pur* 
pose of defeating Deneen. 


SHERMAN’S REAL. FORCE. 
* 
The character of Deneen’s’ support; Is 
such as to make him, not only an antV 
administration candidate, but distinctively 
an anti-liorimer candidate. Some‘of'the 
fgrlends of former Speaker Sherman haVè 
said that the real object of his hitter arid 
persistent fight upon the so-called **organ- 
ization”factlpn, is not so much jGtov. Tates 
as 4t is William Lorimer whose ^erthi^w 
it is said,, he would rather witoess thah 
almost anything else'that could happrà 
in the realm of Illinois politics. TheT«^ U 
little doubt that Sherman is the real f o ^ 
behind Deneen’s candidacy, aliUiough hlS 
hand has not been much in .evidence, for 
the reason that so^ar. the light Ims h^elt 
confined.to Cook county. As soon as

. Althouih str^uous . iáfforts ^are being 
put. forth- to «réate the. impression that 
lM>rfmer will desert Gov: Tates, there is 
no sort of ev/dence that any such thinár 
will occur. If he does not actively sup­ 
port the governor in.theC ^k county conr 
test it wUl .be 4ue, -nò doubt, to the e^g- 
^nclM of politicato the fact that some 
other man is more available to divide ^the 
Cook county delegation. 
The ^lafio'ns 
between Tates and Lorimer which were 
brought about by the dramatic events 
in the Peoria convention ip 1900, have re- 
iiMlned unchanged. Tates,. Hopkins, Lor­ 
imer, and Northcott are still allied as the 
leaders of the **organheatlon’* which won 
ao decisive a victory in the state con- 
ventlon last year. There are no present 
indications that this powerful “organisa­ 
tion” will be broken up. The “organiu- 
tlon”leaders, that is those who are on the 
inside of things, say that there is no ques­ 
tion about the loyalty of Lorimer. 
It 
Is noteworthy that those who aré “dis- 
trusting”hlm, and declare he Is on the 
verge of deserting Tates, are those^ who 
would like to see such a thing happen; 
It will be recalled'that for some months 
iiefore last year’s convention it was fre^ 
que^tly charged that Lorimer was “bun- 
koing”Hopkins, and that he was secret­ 
ly opposed to .his endorsement for sen­ 
ator. In the !‘inner circles’* here there 
%as never any doubt as to what Lorimer 
would do on this question in the conven­ 
tion. His silence when questioned on this 
point was merely a part of his myster­ 
ious game, and when the convention met 
and the vote was taken on the resolution 
hc( made “fuM delivery of thegoods.’* Those 
who have watched carefully the career of 
Lorimer and are familllar with his meth­ 
ods are. not likely to be impressed strong­ 
ly with the stories published now and then 
that he, is about to break with the state 
organisation. 
Such a thing is not at 
present within, the range of'probability 
It seems probable now that James . A 
Rose of Golconda, who is filling his s^ - 
ond term as secretary of state, instead 
of being a candidate for governor, will 
seek to succeed himáelf in the present of­ 
fice. Mr. Rose has made no announcement 
on the subject but this is now the pre­ 
valent l»elief.. He has made a most envi­ 
able public record and he is sure to make 
a strong candidate for the nomination for 
a third term.. ' 


There is now being jsent out from the 
executive office a neat pamphlet contain­ 
ing the vetoes and some special messages 
of Governor Tates to the lats legislature. 
There are thirty-three of the veto mes­ 
sages. . Of these twenty are vetoes of 
appropriation bills. There are four relat­ 
ing to the subject of “government by 
societies”—vetoes of bills providing for the 
creation of various boards upon the nom­ 
ination ot eK>me. private society or organ^ 
satlon. Other subjects treated are the fol. 
lowing: 
Táx to support boards of re­ 
view, Judges of circuit and superior courts 
clerks of courts, state”s attorneys, ad­ 
ministrators. investments.by trustees the 
paròle system and the Torrens system 
of land title registra|ion. Some of thé 
messages. hav«^ been published In part In 
the newspapers, bu^ the phamplet contains 
their full text and makes an interesting 
document, for which there is already a 
large demand.
